A standing field crop competition 
will be held by this Society this 
year. 

Prizes to the extent of $75 are of- 
fered in each of the following classes: 

Wheat, Oats, Barley, Rye, Grasses 
and Potatoes, 

The plots must not be less than 10 
acres for grain and one acre for po- 
tatoes or grasses. 

There must not be less than ten 
entries in each class. : 

All fields und plots shall be situat- 
ed within 20 miles of Wetaskiwin. 

The field or plot entered, tor com- 
petition must be selected before the 
arrival of the judge, and staked ont 
in such a manner that the judge will 
be able to distinguish the block en- 
tered without difficulty. Neglect to 
do this will be considered disqualifi- 
cation. In order to avoid mistakes 
and secure information concerning 
methodds of improvement, competitors 


should accompany the judge to the 
field. 

Each competitor shall enter with 
one Agricultural soclety only, and 


must be a member of that society, 

No competitor shall be allowed to 
make more than one entry in each 
class. 

The awards will be made by judges 
supplied by the Seed Branch of the

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THE MOOSE AND ITS 


‘HAUNTS

*. (Frem “Rod and Gun In Canada") 


¢ All of you have visited the city of 


wid Edmonton and gazed down upon that 


broad expanse of moving. water, the 
Saskatchewan river, little’dream that 
some seventy-five miles up stream lies 
a country unsurveyed and. practically 
unexplored ..The country. is inhabited 
only by the wild creatures who still 
. use the ‘deep, worn trails and runways 
that their predecessors trod when this 
country: was unknown to the white 
race, ra 

Here; one«finds, the largest. of our 
big game, the moose, which makes his 
home in the heavy windfalls . and 
slashings which usually form the 
fringe of green timber blocks. 
Through this. slashing thete springs 
up a second growth of poplar, birch 
and alder. It is npon these that the 
moose feeds. He will. reach up and 
break over trees of twelve-and fifteen 
feet in height by taking them in his 
mough. He. then feeds on the small 
young twigs. In the fly season he 
spends the day lying in some joist 
and shady spot; but when the sun 
sinks in the west and the cool night 
air causes the fly pests to take cover, 
his first though is to quench his 
thirst. So off he starts for the near- 
est spring hole, which he and his kind 
have converted into a regular mud 
wallow. After drinking his fill, he will 
lie down in the cool mud, which has 
a soothing effect on his fly bitten legs. 
He then spends the night feeding and 
prowling, but the first buzz of the 
‘deer fly sends him scampering for 
gome shady cover. 

The photographs which !accompany 
this article were secured by setting 
my camera on one of their runways; 
the camera being placed in a box 

_ made especially for the purpose with 
a waterproof sloping lid. I nailed this 
firmly to a tree. After making sure 
I had the camera_in focus I tied a 
strong linen thread to the shutter, 
then ran {t across their trail, tying it 
to a small tree on the opposite side. 
Of course if the moose travelled the 
trail at night my picture would be a 
failure. Text 

Out of my first roll of films exposed 
in this way, there was only one that 
was at all discernible. It was of a 
small_moose, but taken in a poor light, 
the finished print only showing a 
faint outline. 


‘My; first -result.was far from en-), 


couraging, but 1 felt ‘sure that . by 
studying their habits it could be man- 
aged. So my co-worker and I decided 
on a plan; namely, to construct a 
scaffold in two giant spruce, which 
grew_together about. thirty feet from 
one: of their favorite spring wallow 
holes. This we built twenty-five feet 
from the ground, and large enough to 
enable us to roll out our blankets. 

We always planned to be in our 
“perch” an hour before sundown, our 
haversack containing night lunch and 
thermos bottle of tea suspended on a 
branch within reach. Oh, the thrill of 
that first night! Just at dusk we 
heard a faint snap of a twig, then at 
intervals the snapping grew more dis- 
tinct. Presently out stalked a huge 
bull, his antlers in the velvet, each 
front prong twice its natural size, 
his broad plates being a brown furry 
mass. 

He would walk a few paces—stop— 
‘sniff the air, glance back, then take a 
few. paces more, ever on the alert. 
He -finally decided everything was 
safe and waded into the mud and wa- 
ter ‘and drank till 1 thought he would 
never stop. There we sat in the twi- 
light, watching every movement, fear- 
ing that at any moment he would de- 
tect ‘our presence,, a8 our breathing 
to us sounded more audible, Present: 
ly the stillness was broken by. crack- 
ling and snapping of brush from’ & 
different quarter. The. moose we had 
been, watching. trotted over to the 
other side of the wallow and there 

. stood ready for. instant flight, 

Then out came a moose even larger 
than the first, he waded right into the 
centre of the wallows, glanced across 
at the other bull, shook his huge head 
in a threatening way, then lowering 
it started to drink. 

The first moose, apparently fearing 
to enter the wallow again, turned and 
slowly moved into the slashing. His 
rival-to-be soon followed him. 

We sat for several ‘hours with no- 

‘ thing but the mosquitoes to enter- 
tain us, which, by the way, certainly 
made their presence felt. 

We then rolled up in our blankets, 
and by the aid.of mosquito netting 
spent the rest of the night in peace- 
ful slumber. 

On our second visit to the wallow, 
we went prepared to take a flashlight 
picture; that is, if conditions were 
favorable. We constructed a_ tin 
holder for the flash sheets, and as we 
jad only the small size sheets, decided 
to place three in the frame, figuring 
the distance at about thirty feet 
where we though’, the moose would 
pese. Then after satisfying vurselves

that:the camera was in tho right pos- 
ition and proporly’ fecused, we settlad 
down to walt. ’ 

About “an hour after ‘sundown we 
heard a twig enep.in the tiraber te 
our left. Ten.minutes passed and not 
a. sound, then we heard another. snap 
alittle’ nearer, and presently there 
appeared an old cow-moose and _ fol- 
lowing closely was a calf. She stood 
at the edge, of the wallow for a few 
minutes, then «waded into the water 
and stared. drinking, just a little to 
one side ofthe place we hai our 
camera foqused, I reached over and 
carefully turned it to what I thought 
was the correct position. Then, with 
a mutch, I touched off the flash sheets. 
At the strike of the match, she threw 
mp her head, but when the flare: went 
up am not sure whether she or we 
received the greatest surprise, for I 
know it left us as blind as bats. By 
the crashing of brush that followed, 
her exit must have been a remarkable 
feat, 

On developing this negative, we 
were again disappointed to find the 
light had not been sufliciently strong. 
Since then I have been using the 
flash-powder fired .by a blank cart- 
ridge in a gun of my own construction. 
By careful observation we found that 
on moonlight nights the moose seemed 
to do their feeding and travelling, but 
in the dark of the moon, they fed in 
the early morning and travelled most 
of the day. We would, therefore, only 
set our camera through the first quar- 
ter and again when the moon was 
waning, and by so doing secured sev- 
eral first class pictures. 

It has often puzzled me why nature 
should so hamper the moose with 
those huge antlers, it being an animal 
of the forest, while the buffalo, who 
made their home on the prairie have 
such small horns. I have frequently 
noticed, when following moose run- 
ways through small timber, where 
the trees have been barked by their 
antlers striking them when -racing 
through. And again in the big 
timber, where ‘a big fellow would have 
to pick his way, where the ‘trees were 
wide enough apart to let him pass. 

Be-this as it may; there is a great 
deal about nature that ‘we mortals 
are unable to fathom. If it were not 
for their huge antlers, our moose 
would lose a great deal of their ma- 
jJestic appearance. It was undoubtedly 
nature’s intention that deer, elk and 
moose should seek the protection of 
the bush country. My observation has 
shown that these animals, when: run- 
ning, travel with their nose thrust out 
at an elevation, causing their antlers 
to come well down on their shoulders, 
‘where they are less in the way- of 
overhanging branches; and again, the 
hair of the head runs back from the 
point of the nose, protecting their. 
heads from sharp snags. In the case 
of our domestic animals, horses and 
cattle, it is the reverse, as we all 
know ,the hair running from the fore- 
head to the nose, 

Regarding the shedding of antlers: 
this is a subject that has caused a 
great deal of controversy, I have 
come upon fresh moose tracks and 
picked up an antler recently shed, and 
have noticed a few drops of blood on 
the snow, which shows that parting 
with their antlers must be a rather 
painful operation. This happens as a 
rule about the latter part of January. 

Another peculiar trick of nature is 
that when a moose reaches maturity, 
or about five years of age, the lower 
part of the long goatee or bell freezes 
and drops off. 

This statement will no doubt cause 
a laugh from some. I discredited it 
when I first heard it. My informants 
were the Stoney Indians, whose repu- 
tations as hunters are beyond dispute. 
However, I simply credited it to Indian 
mythology. , 

Finally I discovered that this was 
indeed the truth. A year ago I shot 
a moose after an unusually cold snap. 
On examiniag the head I discovered 
that the “bell,” which was hanging 
twelve niches below the pouch, was 
frozen stiff. This discovery was made 
five minutes after the animal dropped. 
When preparing the head for mount- 
ing, I took particular notice, and 
opened the “bell” to the very point, 
to ensure the preservative reaching all 
parts; I found it was frozen, discolor- 
ed and watery. 

I have asked the Indians why this 
does not occur the first year . Their 
opinion is that this would not happen 
until the animal had gained its 
growth. 

In conclusion I have this to say— 
that I have hunted moose for a num- 
ber of years before getting proof of 
the above statement. If other “Rod 
and Gun” readers have had a similar

Nootka is the. oldest settled dis- 
trict on the West Coast of Van- 
couver Island, ‘and it remains almost 
as it was in the beginning. In spite 
of the fact that there is a large 
modern cannory at the wharf, with 
ovary. labor saving device installed, 
the Indians who work there live in 
the same kind of rude little huts that 
they had hundreds of years ag. 
Narrow winding trails lead one 
through dense woods, where the path 
is often broken by a noisy waterfall, 
which must be crossed on a fallen 
log or, rough boulders. Only an 
hour’s journey from the cannery is 
Friendly Cove, famous as the scene 
of many a murder long ago, includ- 
ing that of whole ships’ crews; and 
the enslaving of white men by the 
Indian king. Here are to be seen the 
remains of ancient Spanish barri- 
cades, and mounds of whitened 
skulls, the latter gruesome remind- 
ers of wholesale massacres. Ki 

Along the West Coast are dotted 
missions and mission schools, but 
Nootka scorns such innovations, as 
she does all things that go with 
civilization. This may be deplorable, 
but it makes for interest and what is 
pickarss ue. Barefooted and bare- 
legged the old squaws greet one, 
clad in colors as gay as they can

They wear the head- 
dress of gaudy hue, but are clad 
from head to foot in yellow mack- 
intosh. Some of them are comely, 
most of them are uncouth, but they 
make a vividly colorful picture, as 
they crowd to meet the boats. 

The old women bring baskets and 
mats—the former really beautiful 
works of art, made of rushes or the 
inner bark of the cedar, woven in 
fine and intricate designs. They sell 
them for a mere song, compared 
with the price one is asked in the 
cities’ shops. 

The chief's house stands at the 
tight of a great waterfall, and all 
round it, drawn up out of reach of 
the water, salt or fresh, lie a score 
of war canoes, some in the em- 
bryonic stage, some finished. They 
are made from hollowed cedar logs, 
and are ornamented lavishlyy with 
rows of pretty shells inlaid, and

COLONEL SPENCER, LOSES HIS 
DEPOSIT IN MEDICINE HAT 
BY-ELECTION 


Calary, June 27.—-Robert Gardiner, 
U.F.A, candidate, hag been elected 
over Nelson Spencer, federal govern- 
ment candidate, in the by-election in 
Medicine Hat riding by a majority 
that will reach beyond the 6,000 mark 
—a greater majority than has been fe- 
corded in any federal election in Al- 
berta. Colonel Spencer will lose his 
deposit. In the 88 polls heard from 
Gardiner has a majority upwards of 
5,000, and there are 60 polls still to 
be heard from, all rural points that 
will swell the farmer candidate’s ma- 
Jority. The final vote will not he 
known for a day or two. 

The campaign was fought hard on 
both sides and a great many public 
meetings were held, Hon 'T. A. Cre- 
rar,; Dr. Michael» Clark and: H. W. 
Wood, president of the United Farm- 
ers of Alberta, as well as several wes- 
tern labor leaders, were among thosé 
who spoke for Gardiner, while Col. 
Spencer was supported by Hon. Sen- 
ator Robertson, minister of | lahor, 
H..H. Stevens, M.P., of Vancouver. 
and other members’ of parliament. 
Good weather favored the voting and 
all rords were in good condition. 

Col, Spencer conceded his defeat 
as soon as it was announced that his 
opponent had carried Medicine Hat 
city by 268. A government majority 
up to 1,500 in Medicine Hat had been 
predicted, and was counted upon with 
considerable confidence to offset the 
expected Gardiner majority from the 
136 country polls and even Gardiner 
supporters had not expected a major- 
ity in the city. 

Four thousand names were on the 
Medicine Hat city lists and more than 
3,000 votes were cast. Three quarters 
of the constituency'’s voters were re- 
gistered at rural polls, and it has 
been stated that there are in the 
riding five thousand members of the 
United Farmers of Alberta and the 
United Farm Women.

This announcement was made last 
night by Premier; Stewart after full 
consultation with ,the other members 
of the executive council. The offi- 
cial manifesto to the clectors of the 


‘premier at a late hour, this outlining 


the reasons for the ‘holding of an el- 
ection and the policies upon which 
the government appeals to the pro- 
vince for support. 

Sixty-one provincial constituencies 
will be involved in. the coming elec- 
tion, provision having been made at 
the last session of the legislature for 
five members each for Edmonton and 
Calgary, instead of three members 
each as formerly, Medicine Hat was 
given two members instead of one, 
The last legislature consisted of 58 
members, including two seats for sol- 
diers’ representatives at large, these 
being abolished under the amend- 
ments of last session. Instead of be- 
ing deferred.as in’ previous elections, 
the northern constituencies of Peace 
River and Athabasca will vote on the 
same day as the remainder of the 
province thi time.’ ,

ALBERTA'S UPWARD PROGRESS 


No awh tribute to the Alberta government 
could be paid than that offered by Mrs. H. M. 
Edwards, of Macleod, president of the provincial 
council of women, who, in the preface to the 
first and second editions of her book on “The 
legal status of the women of Alberta,” says that 
“the women of Alberta are more favored — in 
regard to legal status than are those of any 
other province in Canada.” Such a tribute might 
justly be applied to all classes in the province, 
for the legislative record of Alberta’s Liberal 
governments has been one of consistently upward 
progress, many of the enactments placed on the 
statute books having been adopted by other, pro- 
gressive governments of Canada and elsewhere. 


FOR RURAL DISTRICTS 


Although the need of urban communities have 
been well looked after, the legislation enacted 
for the special benefit of the rural parts of the 
province is of striking importance. The appro- 
priation this year for roads, bridges, and ferries 
is over two and a quarter million dollars. The.

fiELPING RURAL SCHOOLS 


The educational facilities in Alberta are on a 
high plane. In order to promote the efliciency 
and encourage the permanency if rural school 
teachers, the government pays one-third of the 
cost of building and furnishing the teacher's 
home. Consolidated schools, where they are 
desired, are aided by government grants. Where 
consolidation is impossible or is not desired, 
three times the grant is nade to two room schools 
so that educational facilities may be largely in- 
creased, The educational opportunity of the 
child in the country is now more nearly equal 
to that of the child in the town or city, by reason’ 
of special legislation providing for high school 
education in the rural districts. The government 
believes in providing adequate educational facili- 
ties for even the most remote districts, so that 
the children of settlers miles rfom a railroad or 
settlements may have a fair start in life.

festo issued the other day, Mr. Sinith 


said the people were told by Mri Ew- 
ing that Alberta's supplemertary 


revenue tax was put on the statute’ 
books in 1917 ag the patriotic tax,’ 


and it was put on for patriotic pur- 
poses; under that guise it wag put 
on and left there . This was wu re- 
grettable statement to make, said 
Mr. Smith, by a leader of ons section 
of the opposition, a lawyer and one 
who was here when it all happened. 
Alberta's supplementary revenue tax 
was not put on intany forin, in 1917 
In 1917 an act. was passed called the 
patriotic tax uct, but it was not a 
provincial tax, the money did not go 
into the treasury of the province and 
the province had absolutely nothing 
to do with it. The patriotic tax act 
was one giving the right to munict- 
palities, if they chose, to iinpoye a 
tax to support the patriotic find in- 
stead of permitting voluntary contri- 
butions within their municipality. In 
1918 the province did tuvay with it 
by another measure known as an act 
respecting the exemption. of soldiers 
homes from taxation, and the province 
took the responsibility of looking; af- 
ter the patriotic fund as a provincial 
scheme, The government passed the 
supplementary revenue tax uct, a dif- 
ferent thing entirely from. the oth- 


‘ers, and passed it fairly, squarely and 


honestly. 


“We did not call it a patriotic Act” 
he continued, “We did not say it was 
for patriotic purposes; we called it 
an act to supplement the revenue of 
the province and it states very plain- 
ly and distinctly what it is for, and 
that the revenue is not to be used for 
any special thing, but it has: to go 
into the general revenue of the pro- 
vince, and out of that amount we were 
going to pay the patriotic fund as 
long as the war continued. We never 
pretended it was a war tax and would 
end when the war ended; but. were 
absolutely honest and straight forward 
about it and told the people it: had 
come to stay. 


The United Farmers 


Speaking of the United Farmers, 
Mr. Smith pointed out that the gov- 
ernment had been very sympathetic 
with this organization and had done 
everything it could by way of encour- 
agement, believing that by being pro- 
perly guided the farmers could be a 
tremendous benefit to the people of 
western Canada in particular. Hare 
we had special problems of our own, 
such as matters of tariff and markets 
for our produce, also transportation, 
which are all matters of national. 
scope and of very vital importance to 
the. whole people of the western pro- 
vinces; nat to the farmers alone be- 
canse the prosperity of the former 
regulates the prosperity of other clas- 
ses. of the community. 


He referred to the fact that thare 
bad been no conflict between the 
Stewart government and the farmers, 


‘their aims being similar and desires 


the same, and predicted that’ the 
great national objects for which the 


farmers’ organization had been tuilt 


will be accomplished only by all! pro- 
gressive forces working together to- 
ward that end, and that the accom- 
plishment of those aims wi!l be prob- 
ably defeated if there is lack of co- 
hesion amongst those various. prog- 
resaive forces, 


Union for Progress 


One class or group canpot go on 
alone, said Mr. Smith, aud secure 
the best results for this western 
country; it must be by the union of 
the progressive forces, which includes 
the vast majority of the people of 
this western land, 

Mr. Smith then went on to cover 
the work of the government along 
educational lines in the rural dis- 
tricts, such as the establishment of 
high school facilities for rural chit 
dren, assistance to young men and 
women to put them through normal, 
and assistance to teachers to enable 
them to secure residences in the 
country near their schools and thus 
overcome the boarding difficulty. 
The following resolutions were 
unanimously passed: 


“That this convention of eiectors 
of the electoral district of Wetaski- 
win, assembled on June 26th, 1921, 
hereby express its confidence in the 
Stewart administration, and wish to 
express our sincere appreciation of 
the advanced legislation placed on the 
statute books during their term of 
office; and trust they will be re- 
turned to power on July 18th, next, to 
complete the task they have undertak- 
en.” 

“That this convention extend to 
Mr, H. J, Montgomery our sincere 
gratitude for the untiring efforts he 
hag always shown in the interests of 
his constituents.”

This matter: was referred — to 
the public works committee to re- 
port. 

Thos. Spencer ydaveased the coun- 
cil drawing attention to! the number 
of “transient” painters in the city, 
and wished to know what wag being 
done to have them contribute to the 
city’s funds, in the way of a license, 
or otherwise. The question was. re- 
ferred to the police, license and. re- 
lief committee, to confer with, the 
solicitor, and report. 

Kinnaird & Henderson, reported 
they had made an audit of the city 
books for the quarter ending, March 
31, and everything was very sntisfac- 
tory. The letter was filed, 

A permit was granted F, T.. Kirstein 
to erect a brick block on Railway 
street east. 

W. P. Meredith tendered his resign- 
ation as city scavenger, which was 
accepted.
